Postal Authorities Plan ve BE 
uance of Use of Street Cars and 
Rented Screen Wagons, | 


' Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special.] 
—The postoffice department took steps to- 
day towards taking over all mai! conyey- 
ance services in Chicago, including the 
acreen wagons, street cars, and down- 
town parcel post wagons. : 
If the recommendation of Second Ppst- 
master General Praeger is approved by 
Postmaster General Burleson, the depart- 
ment no longer will use street cars for col- 
lection and distribution and rented screen 
wagons for hauling the mails to and from 
railroad stations. Instead it will sulsti- 
tute motor vehicles owned by the dep&rt- 
ment. Similar vehicles will replace the 
parcel post wagone which are now oper- 
ated on contracts with private concefns. 
The recommendation was made because 
two sets of bids for screen wagon seryice 
were believed to be exorbitant. It was 
suspected there was some sort of agree- 
ment between bidders. 
The present screen wagon service costs 
$230,000 a year, the street: car seryice 
$117,000, and the downtown parcel om 
wagon service $20,000; a total of $369} ; 
The department estimates it can perform 
all of this work for $209,000, ‘The original 
equipment, however, will cost $195,000.

SAYS FINANCIER 


Chicago. Banker Believes 
We Must Act as We Did 


in Case of Texas.

The president of one of Chicago's 
biggest banks, who is familiar with con- 
ditions in Mexi¢o, yesterday advocated 
to a TRIBUNE representative a drastic 
pign for intervention in Mexico. 

This finencier,| who stipulated that his 
name not be published for the present, 
said that until recently he had been a 
“ Quaker”’ in his peace policies, but has 
changed his mind so radically as to airive 
at these conclusions: 

1. The United States should immedi- 
ately guarantee to the forergn coun- 
tries with claims for indemnity in 
Mexico the payment.of all just indem- 

Fail- 
ure on the part of the United States 
is bound to result in an onslaught 
upon the Monrve doctrine by foreign 
Powers following the European war 
that will be humiliating to the United 
States. | | 


Only Practical Solution. — 

2. The United States should inter- 
vene in Mexico immediately, pacify 
the country, and annex it to the United 
States for the) best intereats of the 
Mexicans themselves as well as for 
the best interests of the United States. 
The making of Mexico into an integral 
part of the union, while fraught with 
the prebability of incurring general 
Latin American enmity, is the only 
thoroughly practical solution of the 
situation in the mind of the financier, 
after studying the situation carefully. 

3. The United States should estab- 
lish and maintain a standing army of 
not less than 300,000 men and an ade- 
quate navy. 
** While I would not advocate interven- 


| tion, in Mexico for the mere sake of giv- 


ing this country an object lesson in our 
military weakness, the present time is 
the most opportune for showing. to the 
nation at large just how weak we-are,” 
said the banker in outlining his plan. 
“ We can afford to air our shortcomings 
in Mexico at less cost than in any other 
field. And we should do it at once. 


No Longer a Quaker. 

“TIT have been a Quaker in my attitude 
towards the army and navy and have 
hoped that President Wilson's -watchfu/ 
waiting policy would win out, but today 
conditions afe worse than ever. We 
should pacify Mexico and do a complete 
job of It." 

“As was done in Cuba?” suggested the 
interviewer. ie” 

“No, not as in Cube. We left Cuba. 
México is not going to be pacified that 
way. The way Mexico should be pacified 
is the way we handled Texas and Califor- 


| 
nid. Mexi¢o should be annexed to the 
United States.”’ . 

It was suggested that to the Latin 
American mind the annexation of Mexico 
would confirm Latin American suspicion 
that this country is seeking to engulf all 
of the Latin American states and might 
result in invitations by Latin American 
countries to European powers to violate 
the Monroe doctrine. , 

“Yes, I am cognizant of the possibill- 
ties, but if we have to take on that atti- 
tude of the southern mind in annexing 
Mexico I believe we should accept it as 
part of the job and handle it as best we 
may,” responded the financier. 


Compensation of Trade. 
‘Stoppage of our budding foreign trade 
with other Latin American republics as 
the result of aroused prejudice was sug- 
gested by the interviewer as another pos- 
sible consequence of the annexation of 
Mexico, 

We might be boycotted to an extent, 
but even if we lost the trade in Latin 
America we could make up for it else- 
where on the giobe,’’ was the answer. 
“A peaceful Mexico would more than 
compensate us for such loss. | | 

“My suggestions are not in the spirit 
of aggtandizement but simply the result 
of a belief that annexation is the only 
practical way to settle the Mexican prob- 


lem. It would mean the salvation of the | 


Mexicans themselves.”’
